By this Time I imagined myſelf ſuperior to Jo- 
ſepbus, Stackbouſe, or any other Hiſtorian whom the 
Reader will pleaſe to think on. And as I intended 
to give the World a Hiſtory of Maſonry for ſeveral 
Years before the Creation, I made no Manner of 
Doubt but my Work ſhould live (at leaſt) two thou- 
ſand Years after the general Conflagration. 


PERHAPS ſome of my Readers (? mean thoſe 
that are beſt acquainted with my Capacity) will ſay, 
he has more Vanity than Wit; and as to Learning, 
it is as great a Stranger to him, as Free-Maſonry is 
to Women; yet he has the Folly to think himſelf an 
Hiſtorian, and expects to become a great Man, Cc. 


WHETHER ſuch an Opinion be true or falſe, it 
matters nought to me; for the World muſt allow, 
that (tho' no Man has yet found out the perpetual 
Motion) all Men ever had, have now, and ever will 
have, a perpetual Notion: And furthermore, we 
read that the following Perſons, fo much famed in 
Hiſtory, were not only poor Men, but many of 
them of a very mean Extraction. The wiſe Philo- 
ſopher Socrates, was the Son of a poor Stone-Car= 
ver; the tragic Poet Euripides, was the Son of 
poor Parents; as was Demoeſlbenes, the Honour of 
Greek Elaquence; Virgil, the famous Latin Poet, 
was the Son of a poor Mantuan labouring Potter ; 
Horace, the. incomparable Lyric, was the Son of a 
Trumpeter in the Wars; Tranguinius Priſcus, King 
of the Romans, was the Son of a Merchant; and 
Servius Tullius, another King of the Romans, was 
begotten. on a Woman-Slave ; Septimius Severus, is

Nicholas the Fifth, was the Son of a Man that ſold. 


Eggs and Butter about the Streets ; and Pope Srxtus 
the Fourth, was a Mariner's Son; Lamuſius, King 
of the Lombards, was the Son of a common Strum- 
pet, who (when he was an Infant) threw him into-a 
Ditch, but was taken out by King Agelmond ; Pri- 


miſlaus, King of Bobemia, was the Son of a Country 


Peaſant; Tamerlane the Great, was a Herd{man :

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I HAVE heard of many others of later Date, (not 
ſo far diſtant as Pekin *)' that have been preferred 
to Places or Offices of great Truſt, and dignified -. 
with Titles of Honour, without having the leaſt _ 
Claim to Courage, Wit, Learning, or Honeſty ; 
therefore if ſuch Occurrences be duly conſidered, I 
humbly conceive it will not be deemed as a capital 
Offence, that l ſhouldentertain my own perpetual No- 
tion, while I do not endeavour to diſinherit any Man 
of his Properties. 


I DouBT I have tired the Reader's Patience; 
and if fo, I humbly beg his Pardon for this long 
Digreſſion. But to return: While my Mind was 
wholly taken up with my fancied Superiority as 
an Hiſtorian, Sc. I inſenſibly fell into a Slumber, 
when methought four Men entered my Room; their 
Habits appeared to be of very ancient Faſhion, and 
their Language alſo T imagined to be either Hebrew, 
Arabic, or Chaldean, in which they addreſſed me, 
and I immediately anſwered them after the Panto- 
mine Faſhion : After ſome formal Ceremonies, I de- 
fired to know their Names and from whence they 
came? to which one of them anſwered me (in En- 
gliſb), We are four Brothers, and came from the 
holy City of Jeruſalem; our Names are Shallum, 
Abiman, Akbub, and Taſmon. Hearing they were 
Sojourners from Jeruſalem, I aſked them whether 
they could give any Account of. SOLOMON Ss 
TEMPLE? to which Sha/lum J (the Chief of 
them) made Anſwer, and ſaid; the wiſe KinG 


SOLOMON, GranD-MASTER of Jſrael, ap- 


pointed us Head-porters at the 'TEMPLE, in the 
thirty-ſecond Year of his Ape, the twelfth of his 
Reign, and about the Year of the World 2942 ;

CERTAIN it is, (continued he) that Free-Maſon- | 


ry has been from the Creation; (though not under 
that Name) that it was a divine Gift from God ; 
that Cain and the Builders of his City were Stran- 
gers to the ſecret Myſtery of Maſonry ; that there 
were but four Maſons in the World when the De- 
luge happened; that one of the four, even the ſe- 
cond Son of Noah, was not Maſter of the Art; that 
Nimrod, nor any of his Bricklayers knew any Thing 
of the Matter; and that there were but very few 
Maſters of the Art (even) at Solomon's Temple: 
W hereby it plainly appears, that the whole Myſtery 
was communicated to very few at that Time; that at 
Solomon's Temple (and not before) it received the 
Name of Free-Maſonry, becauſe the Maſons at Je- 
Tuſalem and Tyre were the greateſt Cabaliſts + then 
in the World ; that the Myſtery has been, for the 
moſt Part, practiſed amongſt Builders ſince S:Jomon's 
Time, that there were ſome hundreds mentioned. (in 
Hiſtories of Maſonry) under the Titles of Grand 
Maſters, Sc. for no other Reaſon than that of giv- 

ing Orders for the building of a Houſe, Tower, Ca- 
ſtle, or ſome other Edifice (or perhaps for ſuffering 
the Maſons to erect ſuch in their Territories, c.) 
. While the Memories of as many Thouſands of the 
faithful Crafts are buried in Oblivion: From whence

ther an accidental than a deſigned Fault, I hope the 
Reader will look over it with a favourable ** 


IN the following Sheets I have inſerted nothing 
but what are undeniable Truths, which will be 
found-(if obſerved) to be of great Uſe to the Fra- 
ternity, and likewiſe to Numbers that are not of the 
Society; to the latter, becauſe it will (in ſome Mea- 
ſure) ſhew them their Folly in ridiculing a Society 
founded upon Religion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, 
and Good-Fellowſhip ; and to thoſe of a more gentle 
and better poliſhed Nature, give them an Opportu- 
nity of examining themſelves, and judging how 
much they are endued with the-neceſſary Qualifica- 
tions of a Free-Maſon, before they apply to be 
made Members of the Society.

tion, infinite Evils have thereby enſued. But be- 
fore all other Examples, let us conſider that which 
excels all the reſt, derived even from God him- 
felt, Who ſo eſpecially preſerves his own Secrets 
to himſelf, never letting any Man know what 
ſhould happen on the Morrow; nor could the wiſe 
Men in Ages paſt, divine what ſhould befal us in 
this Age: Whereby we may readily diſcern, that 
God himſelf is well pleaſed with Secrecy, And 
although (for Man's Good) the Lord has been 
pleaſed to reveal ſome Things, yet it is impoſſible 
at any Time to Change or alter his Dertermination, 
| in 
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in Regard whereof the reverend wiſe Men of an- 


cient Times, evermore affected to perform their 
Intentions ſecretly. 


Wr read that Cato the Cenſor often ſaid to his 


Friends, that of three things he had good Reaſon 
to Repent, if ever he neglected the true Performance 
of ail or any one of them : 'The firſt, if he divulged 
any Secret; the ſecond, if he adventured on the 
Water when he might ſtay on dry Land ; and third- 
ly, if he ſhould let any Day neglectedly eſcape him 
without doing ſome good Action. The latter two 
are well worthy of Obſervation ; but the firſt con- 
cerns our preſent Undertaking. © Alexander having 
received divers Letters of great Importance from 
his Mother, after he had read them, in the Preſence 
of none but his dear Friend Epheſtion and himſelf, 
he drew forth his Signet which ſealed his moſt pri- 


vate Letters, and without ſpeaking, ſet it upon 


Epheſtion's Lips; intimating thereby, that he in

Perſons to whom I now ſpeak, are Men of ſome 


Education, and an honeſt Character; but in low 


Circumſtances: I ſay, let them firſt conſider their 
Income and Family, and know that Free-Maſonty 
requires Ability, Attendance, and a good Appear- 


- ance, to maintain and: ſupport its ancient and ho- 


nourable Grandeur. I cauld ſay a great deal more 
on this Point, but I think the Regulations are ſuffi- 


. cient, and therefore refer the Reader to the Peruſab 


of them. ; | 
THe next Thing to be cor ſidered, is the Choice 


of Officers to rule and govern the Lodge, according 
to the ancient and. wholeſome Laws of our Conſtitu- 


tion; and this is a matter of great Concern, for the 
Officers of a Lodge are not only bound to advance 
and promote the Welfare of their own. particular 
Lodge, but alſo whatſoever may tend to the Good 
of the Fraternity in general. 
THEREFORE no Man ought to be nominated or 
put in ſuch Election, but ſuch as by his known Skill 
and Merit, is deemed worthy of Performance, viz. 
He muſt be well acquainted with all the private and 


public Rules and Orders of the Craft; he ought ir

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be ſtrictly honeſt, humane of Nature, patient in In- 
juries, modeſt, in Converſation, grave in Counſel 


and Advice, and (above all) conſtant in Amity, and 


faithful in Secrecy. | 
Such Candidates well deſerve to be choſen the 


- Rulers and Governors of their reſpective Lodges, to 
whom the members are to be courteous and obe- 


dient, and, by their wiſe and ancient DiQates, may

Rule for their Behaviour and Condu&t in all other 
Companies and Places; and like the worſhipfyl 
diſcreet Maſter of a Lodge, rule, govern, .and.it- 
ſtruct their Families at Home, in the Fear of God 
and Love of their, Neighbours, while they them- 
ſelves imitate the Member's Obedience, Cc. in 
pay ing due Reſpec᷑t their Superiors.
